For most McCarthy’s years, from 
1949 1971, representing Minnesota 
Washington first the House, then 
the Senate was textbook example 
what today known Cold War liberal.

Despite his genial smile and understat- 
humor, McCarthy was prickly and 
principled politician. raised eyebrows 
1960 when with show party-conven- 
tion eloquence exceeded only Franklin 
Roosevelt 1924, when appeared 
crutches nominate New York governor 


Alfred Smith for president McCarthy 
nominated Adlai Stevenson the De- 
mocrats’ candidate for president. That hon- 
or, however, was destined to go to Senator 
John Kennedy, Massachusetts. 

McCarthy made history when 
long-shot insurgent candidate se- 
verely wounded President Lyndon Johnson 
the New Hampshire primary that John- 
son, fearing other defeats, declined seek 
re-election. 

Opposition the Vietnam War was 
McCarthy’s issue. His candidacy galva- 
nized young and idealistic voters much 
the same way that former Vermont gover- 
nor Howard Dean energized those opposed 
the war Iraq. 

all know that Hubert Humphrey 
another Cold War liberal, but one without 
the courage oppose the Vietnam War 
won the nomination and lost the final 
election Richard Nixon, but not before 
reluctant Robert Kennedy was forced 
McCarthy’s crusade run for president. 
Kennedy, also know, was assassinated. 

the years after his failed glory, 
McCarthy ran several more times for presi- 
dent. And with each successive campaign 
his vote tallies dwindled. But was the 
course those failed bids that campaign- 
finance reform won the day and led the 
candidacies of, among others, Ralph Nader, 
Sharpton, and Howard Dean.

Like so many adolescent American males in the 
mid 1960s, Bill Scheft’s brother Tom was ina 
band. As a student at Andover, he formed a group 
with five friends called the Rising Storm. They 
bashed out covers of “In The Midnight Hour” and 
“Big Boss Man,” and scribbled a few of their own 
songs. Before graduating in '67, they pressed a 
vanity record, called Calm Before... Then came 
graduation; the guys went on 
college and thence respon- 
sible adulthood. 

“Cut to 15 years later,” says 
Scheft, over the phone from 
New York City. “My sister is 
reading article the Phoenix, 
and finds out a guy in Italy just 
paid $3000 for the record. So she 
called the guy that wrote the ar- 
ticle. He gave her the number of 
a collector, and they got the 
group back together again. Every 
five years or so, they get back to- 
gether.

Using words like values, morality, honor, and 
even spirituality, three liberal congressmen 
visiting Boston outlined their arguments 
this week for a US ban on torture, while 
calling for independent investigation 
into US-military interrogation techniques.

Liberals, reacting 
both Vice-President Dick Cheney’s out- 
right endorsement of torture and Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice’s dance around 
the issue overseas last week, worry that Mc- 
Cain’s bill will emerge much watered down.

“No longer are we going to leave this in 
the back of the hall, or off to the side,” said 
US representative John Conyers, of Michi- 
gan, who spoke panel discussion tor- 
ture at Suffolk University Law School on 
Monday with fellow representatives Marty 
Meehan (D-MA), and James Moran (D-VA). 
“We don’t need Republican leadership 
give us permission to meet and talk on a sub- 
ject of this dimension.” (No one knows that 
better than Conyers, who this summer held 
a mock basement hearing on the notorious 
Downing Street memo, which documented 
the Bush administration’s decision 
war by July 2002 on the basis of dubious in- 
telligence, after conservatives prevented him 
from scheduling official inquiry.) 

To effect policy change — and to use 
the issue of torture to electoral advantage 
— liberals have their work cut out for 
them. According to a Pew Research Center 
poll released last month, close per- 
cent of the American public believe tortur- 
ing terrorist suspects often some- 
times justified; just 32 percent think it’s 


never okay. (The Pew poll found that 59 
percent of respondents who work in na- 
tional security oppose torture on any 
grounds, which backs up two common ar- 
guments against torture: that the infor- 
mation obtained thereby is often false, 
and that it puts our own soldiers at risk.) 

“That means losing,” admitted 
Amnesty International president James 
Schulz, who joined the politicians on the 
Suffolk panel. “We're losing the public-re- 
lations war. We’re losing this argument.” 

But Schulz — whose organization has 
distanced itself from the current fight in 
Congress over the torture-ban bill order 
to avoid “sullying it with a bleeding-heart 
label” — says there are two arguments that 
can change people’s minds. First, that tor- 
ture is antithetical to American values; sec- 
ond, that using such techniques damages 
US reputation overseas. 

“We have lost our moral high ground,” 
Meehan said. Regaining could boon 
politically, as well as policy-wise.

Richard Pryor, 1940- 


Once, in Northern California in the 

early "80s, | saw Richard Pryor perform 
live. I’ll never forget it. Most of the concert 
was a compilation of his greatest hits (he 
even took requests), but one point im- 
personated a junkie nodding off, and the 
moment was staggering. Pryor captured the 
doper’s blissed-out state with such precision 
— slowing down his performance rhythms 
and melting his sibilants in a way that 
sounded eerily sexy and androgynous — that 
he laid bare the seductive secret that three 
decades of cautionary addict movies had 
staunchly denied: people shoot because 
feels like heaven. Some the audience be- 
came so agitated that they shouted at him, 
“You stop that! You stop that now!” I’ve nev- 
er heard anything like that audience re- 
sponse, before or since. (Pryor recreated the 
routine in his third concert film, Richard Pryor 
Here and Now, which came out in 1983.) 

Pryor, who died of a heart attack Satur- 
day at the age of 65, was the natural enemy 
of sanctimony and editorializing. His stand- 
up routines about sex and race were so dis- 
armingly honest that they were — and con- 
tinue to be — truly liberating. I don’t mean 
that they challenged censorship by fetishiz- 
ing obscenity, the way Lenny Bruce had be- 
fore him; Pryor had no interest in making a 
political statement about language. And | 
don’t mean just that they opened doors for 
the comics who came after him, like Eddie 
Murphy and Chris Rock, who haven't had to 
struggle, as Pryor did, to write and perform 
the kind of earthy comedy he felt defined

him. Sometimes the way contemporary 
stand-up (like Sarah Silverman’s) luxuriates 
in what used to be called foul language comes 
across as puerile, like a child playing in the 
mud, but with Pryor it never did. He used 
profanity to bond with his audiences, not to 
shock them or make them giggle or proclaim 
that he could. And many of his routines 
achieved the same end, like his impressions 
of what goes on in the mind of a macho lover 
privately terrified of not satisfying his part- 
ner, and his famous distinctions between the 
way blacks and whites curse or walk through 
the woods. Somewhere along the spectrum 
the characters he brought to life in his solo 
concerts, you had to recognize yourself. 

And of course you recognized Pryor, who 
turned his own life into his richest comic ma- 
terial. His discussions of his relationships with 
women, potent example, admit 
openly his own shortcomings that neither men 
nor women feel guilty laughing at them. In Live 
in Concert (1979), he dramatizes his own heart at- 
tack; the centerpiece Richard Pryor Live the 
Sunset Strip (1982) is a 20-minute routine about 
the freebasing accident that set him aflame 
and came close to killing him. Unhappily, and 
for obvious reasons, he couldn’t draw on the 
last tragedy of his life: he was diagnosed with 
MS nearly 20 years ago. All he could do was 
wind down his career and enter the final sad 
phase of his life in public silence. (His final 
film appearance was in 1992, with his favorite 
co-star, Gene Wilder, in Another You.) 

Aside from his concert movies, he made 
three dozen feature films. Most were junky

his back. Has any comic ever matched the 
bravado of the heart-attack routine, or made 
agonizing pain so excruciatingly funny? Beset 
as he was with demons, laid low by the 
treacheries of his own body, and wrecked by 
Hollywood, Richard Pryor was still one of the 
great idiosyncratic American artists of the last

Boston every month. As of December 1, the 
BPD’s list of 351 active missing-persons cas- 
es, provided upon request the Phoenix, in- 
cluded 210 under the age (and more 
who were under when they disappeared). 

Missing juveniles legally considered 
too immature and inexperienced to make 
responsible decisions in the world without 
adult supervision are usually broke and 
alone, and often emotionally troubled de- 
pressed.

LUCK AND HAPPENSTANCE 
Authorities have good success with old- 
fashioned detective work, when they have 
the time and resources to undertake it, says 
BPD deputy superintendent Darren 
fact, particularly worrisome case just 
ended well.

wait until someone bumped into her. “She’s 
listed missing person. Any [officer] who 
would have contact with her would take her 
into custody,” Jodoin said. 

That’s just not good enough, says John 
Bish, whose daughter Molly was when 
she disappeared five years ago from her life- 
guard job Warren; her remains were 
found three years later. “Law enforcement is 
set deal with criminals. Police officers 
are oriented toward looking at perpetrators,” 
says. “Ideally, there’s young person 
missing, enforcement] should assume 
that the child abducted unless they learn 
otherwise,” says Bish, who points out that 
percent missing children who end 
dead are killed within the first three four 
hours their disappearance. 

While the Amber Alert program claims 
perfect record recovering the children 
has been used for Massachusetts, tradi- 
tional dissemination photos and infor- 
mation also surprisingly helpful: one 
every six those long-lost souls featured 
postcard mailers gets located, according 
the National Center for Missing and Exploit- 
Children. 

Names and faces are especially useful 
bus depots, train stations, and other focal 
points young person’s travel.

PASSING THE BUCK 

Catching with missing teens before they 
get into trouble the streets essential, 
and the wider the net cast, the better. 
one jurisdiction agency has the necessary 
authority and reach except the state 
government. 

Florida’s clearinghouse, for instance, 
collects and disseminates information 
missing persons among all law-enforce- 
ment agencies in the state, and maintains a 
Web site with hundreds photographs. 
clearinghouse often contacts rela- 
tives get photos for its Web page, says 
Jeannie Dowd, the state’s clearinghouse 
manager. Ohio’s clearinghouse, run the 
state’s attorney general, has launched a 
number innovative initiatives, including 


one that enlists the help the state’s 
truckers. 

People interviewed for this article the 
Phoenix repeatedly mentioned the need for 
centralized effort the state. But Massa- 
chusetts’s Executive Office of Public Safety 
(EOPS), which includes the state police, 
doesn’t consider tracking missing persons 
state function. “We don’t have the most si 
nificant role in that,” says EOPS spokes- 
woman Katie Ford. “That’s handled mostly 
through the local police departments.” 

If the state won't do it, and the local police 
won't do it, what about the DSS? 

Of those 210 children and 
juveniles on the December 1 
list, nearly half were report- 
missing foster par- 
ent DSS caseworker. An- 
drea Magaw, for instance, 
had been the state-run 
Walden Street 
School for Girls Concord 
before she was transitioned 
foster care. “She was put 
into the residential [school] 
because she cannot make 
decisions her own,” says 
Magaw’s mother. “They 
wanted keep her there, 
but funding was issue.” 

Despite being the legal 
these missing children, “we 
haven’t established proto- 
col within DSS for when one 
our youths goes missing, 
other than contacting po- 
lice, family, and friends,” 
concedes Mia Alvarado, DSS 
chief staff. “Unfortunate- 
ly, don’t have the re- 
sources that.” 

DSS, along with various 
local offices and agencies, 
now trying develop protocols for action 
through Missing Children Task Force, 
which Watson chairing. Its focus, like 
most local efforts, missing girls, who 
comprise nearly two-thirds missing teens 
and are particular danger sexual ex- 
ploitation. Some public grant money has 
started flowing in, although much more 
needed especially the effort expand 
beyond Boston the rest the state, and 
address the quite different challenges 
missing boys, adults, and the elderly.

Through the Licensed Pri- 
vate Detectives Association of Massachu- 
setts (LPDAM), independent investigators 
have volunteered help families with 
missing children. Beginning next month, 
training program on finding missing per- 
sons for local law-enforcement officials 
Boston University.

That’s how we usually tend to find them.”

JAILHOUSE BLUES 

It’s secret that for many years there’s 
been pattern prisoner abuse guards 
Suffolk County’s jails and correctional 
institutions. The situation got dangerously 
out hand under the disastrous reign 
Cabral’s predecessor, Richard Rouse, who 
served Suffolk County sheriff from 1996

2002. former state legislator, Rouse 
resigned amid torrent negative media 
coverage and the release commission 
report detailing rampant deficiencies the 
House Correction under his watch. Then- 
governor Jane Swift appointed Cabral 
Rouse’s vacated position December 2062, 
and slightly less than two years later Cabral 
won the election for Suffolk County sheriff 
after bruising September 2004 primary. 
Cabral presented herself long-overdue 
reformer willing assert the sheriff’s au- 
thority over the notoriously out-of-control 
guards and end the charnel-house abuses. 

the time, Cabral black and female 
may have seemed unlikely choice 
assert control, notwithstanding her prior 
experience Suffolk County assistant 
district attorney, where she served chief 
district-court prosecutions for nearly four 
years, and attorney the office the 
State attorney general. turned out that 
Cabral’s velvet glove hid iron fist. Little 
did she know, however, that she’d have use 
her strength not only against recalcitrant 
guards, but also against out-of-control FBI 
agents and federal prosecutors. 

Cabral and her top staff decided en- 
force rules requiring employees county 
penal institutions report, rather than 
ignore or cover up, instances of prisoner 
abuse suspicious injury brought their 
attention. early test Cabral’s resolve 
came when her staff learned that a nurse, 
Sheila Porter, working for company con- 
tracted to provide health services to the jail, 
was acting informant for the FBI, but 
had apparently failed satisfactorily docu- 
ment and report an instance of suspected 
prisoner mistreatment the departmental 
office charge investigating prisoner 
abuse, the Sheriff’s Investigative Division 
(SID). result, Nurse Porter was barred 
from entering the jail. (She could not 
fired directly, since she worked for con- 
tractor hired the Sheriff’s Department, 
but barring her from access the jail effec- 
tively ended her employment there.) 

When they learned that the sheriff had 
ordered Porter barred from the jail, the FBI 
and the Attorney’s Office, unbeknownst 
first Cabral and her staff, launched 
criminal investigation the sheriff and 
her higher-ups, 2003. How could this 
happen? strange and circuitous route. 
In 2002, in the wake of a series of corporate 
scandals, Congress rushed enact the 
now-infamous Sarbanes-Oxley Act (named 
for its leading congressional sponsors). The 
law, which many viewed as a well-intended 
overzealous effort reinforce corporate 
accountability, included provision making 
felony, punishable years’ impris- 
onment plus fine, for anyone 
ingly, with the intent retaliate, takes any

Endowed over the past quarter-century with 
veritable arsenal vague and broad laws 
(including, most recently, Sarbanes-Oxley), 
self-important federal prosecutors have been 
willing harass average citizens and even 
state officers, including 
the sheriff Suffolk County.

The Porter brouhaha resulted in a meeting,

vestigation for barring Porter from the jail. 
Most people, when informed their target 
status federal prosecutor, back down 
completely; Cabral’s position, they 
would have immediately relented 
Porter’s employment status and virtually 
allowed the feds take over supervision 
the jail. Or, that proves unacceptable 
the feds, they try cut deal for more le- 
nient charge or lesser sentence, combined 
with the targeted official’s resignation 
from office. Cabral, however, defied what 
has become the playbook here and across 
the country for the past quarter-century, 
and proceeded the entirely proper as- 
sumption that she and her department had 
done nothing wrong. This obviously did

Not sit well with the folks occupying the 
spacious prosecutors’ suite the federal 
courthouse, and they continued the inves- 
tigation, looking for any shred evidence, 
other than the word self-interested wit- 
nesses, that might support their case 
against Cabral.

Based revealing letters exchanged 
between McNeil and Prince between Sep- 
tember 28 and October 7, 2005, here is es- 
sentially what the battle was all about:

When Cabral took over the office, she read 
the riot act her underlings: all signs and 
prisoner abuse had reported 
to her and her staff, she declared, with no 
more cover-ups, blue wall silence. Pe- 
This directive extended the jail’s 
medical personnel, who might come across 
either tales abuse that had included 
signs physical injury that they were re- 
quired include inmate medical records 
for purposes treatment well docu- 
mentation. When Cabral learned that 
Porter had failed, the sheriff’s view, 
adequately document and report what she 
had observed, she ordered Porter barred 
from the House Correction. 

long and tortured federal investigation 
ensued. Cabral, not one intimidated, 
appeared voluntarily before the federal 
grand jury testify. Though subject 
criminal investigation has the constitution- 
right invoke the Fifth Amendment 
privilege against self-incrimination and re- 
fuse testify even when she believes she 
innocent, Cabral talked and talked and 
talked. She even waived the attorney-client 
privilege, opening for federal inspection 
all communications between the Sheriff’s 
Department and its general counsel, Anne 
Powers.

until finally Prince sat down and wrote 
detailed complaint the Department 
Justice’s Public Integrity Section Wash- 
ington, which has jurisdiction investi- 
gate and discipline wayward federal prose- 
cutors. was obviously coincidence that 
within just few months after Prince filed 
his complaint, the Boston Attorney’s 
Office closed down its long-running witch 
hunt Cabral’s Sheriff’s Department. No- 
ticeably stung Cabral’s resistance and 
Prince’s going over the heads Boston 
prosecutors and agents, Assistant Attor- 
ney McNeil wrote three-page letter, dated 
September 28, 2005, Prince, setting forth 
remarkably self-serving version the 
events leading the closing the 
Boston investigation. extremely un- 
usual for prosecutor write such letter 
when investigation closed without 
indictment; normally the target’s 
lawyer informed with one-line note 
phone call.

through which “sings.” The contrast 
between the needling, telecommunicated 
voice thus produced and the huge slobber- 
ings that surround but one the 
Lightning Bolt punch lines. 

Another one sight gag: Chippen- 
dale’s non-stop activity coupled with 
son’s stolid immobility. Chippendale will 
hop impishly off his drum stool drag 
his kit farther into the crowd, for more con- 
tact, more of the thick human surge, 
more cymbal topple and noise smother, 
hoping that the kids might fall top 
him and release him from the torment 
his uncontrollable playing.

Earnest young 
stoners nodded along to the mourning, 
processional trudge “Us and Them.” 
Men gripped the shoulders their 
teenage sons “Brain Damage” dispersed 
its huge weariness through the hall: 
“And the dam breaks, many years too 
the moon.” Ancient trips and long-buried 
buzzes began sizzle again beneath 
fresh swampings melancholy. “We’re 
gonna take little break,” said lead 
guitarist Steve Mac the conclusion 
“Eclipse,” his first comment the 
night, “and then we’ll back with lot 
more Floyd.” Run for your lives! 

The Australian Pink Floyd Show 
mount superb non-spectacle: lasers, 
backing singers, pristine sound, screen 
image sequences, immaculate 
performance. Your average tribute outfit 
some extent critique the original 
article; the interests presentation, 
certain aspects are emphasized, others 
forgotten. Not this one. TAPFS are 
immobile homage, ego-free, ghostly 
channeling Floyd power. They not 
their thing “in character” like, for 
example, Beefy because Pink Floyd 
have character. What would 
imitation Dave Gilmour even look like? 

Jowly and friendly-looking, dressed 
black T-shirts, the Aussie Pink Floyd have 
the presence bouncers or-stagehands. 
The touches wit the animation 
running behind the band kangaroo 
sunglasses, hospital bed, whizzing 
down hallucinated corridors the fran- 
tic synth-burble “On the Run” only

kind thing but the transatlantic 
phoner does with Waters, who 
“supervising” the 5.1 surround-sound 
remix Dark Side studio the 
Bahamas, pure colloquial gold. 
disintegrating Barrett looked over the 
radical psychiatrist Laing, author 
The Politics Experience, Waters reflects: 
“He [Barrett] wouldn’t get out the 
not sure that was necessarily 
bad thing.

With Syd gone and his giggling 
gnomeology with him, was Waters 
whose somewhat sterner biography began 
shape the direction the band: father 
killed Anzio the Second World War, 
mother member the British Communist 
Party. Waters, with his Easter Island 
statue face, was never going write 
lyric like “Here are men, there are men/ 


Lots gingerbread men!” Harris percipi- 
ently cites the track “If” from 1970’s Atom 
Heart Mother, with its nod Kipling 
the title, as Waters’s first move into the 
plodding post-imperial glumness 
would perfect Dark Side: “If were alone 
cry/If were with you home and 
dry/If insane, please don’t put your 
wires brain.” Englishness, for Barrett, 
had been a demented pastoralism; for 
Waters it was repression, wet socks, illness. 

how come the reddened dudes from 
Hyannis were getting their feet for 
this? The specter Syd treading the 
grassy courts King’s College (“Brain 
Damage”), the First World War echoes in 
“Us and Them” (“Forward cried from 
the rear/And the front rank died”) why 
were they responding something 
deeply inlaid with the deposits English 
sadness? Because Dark Side “The Waste 
Land” for potheads, that’s why. “Down 
(down, /And out (out, 
can’t helped, but there’s 
lot That’s great lyric writing, 
resigned everyday mumblings raised 
the level of poetry. Not much fun (Harris 
archly notes the joylessness the Floyd 
studio process the lack 
excitability, the cold and lordly treatment 
backing singers), but then can’t all 
the Bonzo Dog Doo-Dah Band. 

Time, jobs, going insane Waters, 
working from his own particulars, was 
aiming squarely the universal, and 
hit the mark. The risks were obvious: “If 
you write, ‘Breathe, breathe the air/ 
Don’t afraid care,’ tells Harris, 
“you leave yourself open howling 
derision. People just ‘You fucking 
wanker!’ But was the prize. People 
sitting cushions the under 
dodgy wall hangings, really listened 
Dark Side. The whole Australian Pink 
Floyd Show experience, way, 
dramatizes this frowning attentiveness. 
wonder got upset all that 
seriousness, bouncing off the 
yellowing plasterwork, was frigging 
overpowering. (Waters, unencumbered 
now truculent band mates and the 
full bloom his grandiosity, has just 
written opera about the French 
Revolution.) 

Well, there is: whole page about 
The Dark Side the Moon. Are you getting 
that end-of-the-line feeling? Tribute 
bands, books about “The Making 
all part the rich and wriggling 
symptomology presented rock and roll 
takes its final slide into dementia. 
The memory systems, plainly, have gone 
haywire, and the patient acting out, 
doing voices, disappearing into nostalgic 
It’s like Pink Floydalbum.

about what isn’t 
jazz are almost old the 
music itself, yet every year, 
seems, there’s more and more 

exceptional music that just 
doesn’t fit anywhere. Here are three recent 
albums that all have passing resemblance 
jazz but mostly are just doing their own 
thing. 

DUS GEZANG FIN GETO LODZH/SONG OF THE 
LODZ GHETTO (Winter Winter) starts with 
the klezmer tradition and soon becomes 
something new, The quartet Brave Old 
World fashioned from musical history 
that particular Polish Nazi ghetto (part 
the second largest city Poland, the ghetto 
its height contained 164,000 souls) the 
songs collected scholar Gila Flam. be- 
gins with little folk song sung one the 
ghetto’s survivors, Ya’akov Rotenberg, ina 
low-fi recording made 1985. He’s singing 
“Rumkovski Khayim” sardonic “tribute” 
Mordechai Chaim Rumkowski, head 
Jewish council, infamous for his ne- 
farious negotiations with the Nazis. 
“Yidelekh zenen gebentsht mit Khayim,” 
Rotenberg sings. “Jews are blessed with 
the Yiddish transliteration Rumkowski’s 
middle name. And the third line, 
dish euphemism for cemetery. the song’s 
lyrics, Brave Old World keyboardist and 
composer Alan Bern tells over the phone, 
“every line triple-entendre.” 

Rotenberg’s recording fades, scratchy 
fiddle picks the tune, playing through 
couple times before piano enters with 
second minor-key strain that’s graced with 
dulcimer-like ornaments. The piano 
modulates into another theme, this one aug- 
mented with deep bass notes and florid 
runs. Segue with the piano still rumbling in- 
dance figure, fiddle’s rhythmic 
accompaniment, accordion, and 
modern singer delivering the light-hearted 
wedding-dance gants fayn 
(“A really fine mazltov”). 

Song the Lodz Ghetto weaves various reprises 
these three tunes Khayim,” 
the overture, and that thick, rumbling “Berlin 
1990”) with other dances, laments, party 
songs, even bit the march section from 
“An die Joy,” ending 
with that old recording Ya’akov Rotenberg. 
The texts and improvisations Song the Lodz 
Ghetto balance folk simplicity and modern so- 
phistication, past and present. And despite 
those florid rushes Berns’s opening piano 
improvisation, the arrangements are balanced 
too, everyone (Bern, Kurt Bjorling, Stuart Brot- 
man, vocalist Michael Alpert) doubling vari- 
ously piano, strings, accordion, clarinets, 
percussion, even bit pizzicato jazz bass.

with his SpiderMonkey Strings ensemble. 
this his debut leader, Bynum 
combines one his working bands cor- 
het, guitar, tuba, and drums with a string- 
quartet format originally used part 
score for Leigh Dana Jackson’s short film 
“The First Three Lives Stuart Hornsley.” 
That film music heard here suite 
bookended by the four-part Supo Eno (26:04) 
and the three-part SpiderMonkey Stories (24:19). 

Bynum’s combining idioms com- 
pelling every turn.

themes, with solos all around, including 
some very jazzy phrasing from vibist Jay Hog- 
gard and veteran jazz tuba man Joseph Daley. 
The string players also improvise their own 
occasional adagios and pas des well 
agitated, skittering solo statements. And Part 
Four Supo Eno begins with rising little 
melodic figure that could swear came out 
Beethoven or Schubert, though Bynum says 
was thinking Charles Ives. 

The most accessible section the 
Hornsley suite, with its lyrical pizzicato- 
string accompaniments to a cornet melody. 
But most jazz, rhythm king, and Spi- 
derMonkey Stories ends with string statements 
over chunky rock rhythms played tuba 
and Ornette-style rhythm guitar (Pete Fitz- 
patrick), all harmonically askew and biting. 

Violinist Jenny Scheinman part gui- 
tarist Bill Frisell’s cohort, and she’s un- 
classifiable, it’s Bill Frisell sort way. 
Her SONGS includes folk-like tunes set 
adrift spacy explorations, usually with 
intimate, chamber-jazz feel. fact, with 
the little 3/4 ditty “Satellite,” which starts 
out dance between fiddle and piano, you 
could make that chamber the front parlor, 
like something out Ken Burns’s Civil War. 

But that’s just one way which Songs 
sets expectations and dashes them. It’s 
mostly acoustic except for Frisell’s electric 
guitar, which heard frequently. The first 
time I listened to 12 Songs, I thought it sounded 
too much like Frisell album, not that that’s 
bad thing, just not its own thing. But with 
each listen, the album became harder to hold 
onto. The clip-clop beat and languorous mi- 
nor-key melody the opening “The Frog 
Threw His Head Back and Laughed” Frisell 
enough, but it’s set apart Scheinman’s 
sweet-toned solo. “Song the Open Road” 
starts off Daring Young Man the 
Flying Trapeze” before going somewhere else 
entirely. “Moe fetching two-beat 
march with cornet and accordion and touch 
Weill the syncopated melody. Ron 
Miles’s cornet solo highlight slurs, 
flutters, and half-valved effects, and various 
stepwise left turns, feints, and jabs held to- 
gether with sure melodic logic. Scheinman 
follows with long-toned bowed double stops, 
nice and thick, before thinning out silvery 
Tuns and staccato punctuations. 

Playing, songwriting, and arranging all 
set Songs apart. From the spacier middle 
tracks (“The Bouy [sic] “She 
Couldn’t Believe Was True”) Scheinman 
the Latin dance “Suza” and love- 
calypso duo for violin and the melodica- 
accordion hybrid called the claviola, buoy- 
ant and piping.

FIONA APPLE 
CONFLICT/RESOLUTION 


When she first appeared crawling around bathroom 
her undies back the 1996 video for her first single, 
“Criminal,” then 19-year-old Fiona Apple learned the hard 
way that little controversy can long way. took 
extreme measure album with outrageously 
long 90-word title put the focus Fiona Apple the 
artist and not Fiona Apple the object. That may have been 
disappointment, but began the process 
whittling her audience down serious fans only the 
kind who couldn’t hold back from screaming “We love you, 
Fiona!”, the best, Fiona!”, and even “We need you, 
Fiona” during the pregnant pauses between songs her 
almost sold-out Orpheum Theatre gig week ago Wednes- 
day. Or, say, the kind fans who might compelled 
protest outside Sony’s offices there were rumors that 
Epic had balked releasing the first Fiona album six 
years because there wasn’t obvious single it. 

Apple didn’t mention the album controversy during her 
set. Indeed, aside from informing the crowd that she’d 
been conceived Boston, rather stern Fiona long, 
loosely fitted flowing black dress kept her mouth shut be- 
tween songs and let her music the talking. Her voice 
has deepened since her last tour, and she’s taken on a skill- 
ful backing band including jazz-grip drummer, two 
keyboardists, and a bassist — who can handle the sub- 
tleties Extraordinary Machine’s jazzier arrangements with- 
out overplaying the simpier, rockist tunes from Tidal, 
which included unapologetic “Criminal.” “Here’s song 
about the day found out about the other woman; like 
thank her very much,” she remarked cryptically 
intro “Oh Well.” This year Fiona Apple has discovered 
that, with the right amount resolution, little contro- 
versy can best friend.

The result is that the pulsing, ro- 
mantic “I’m Falling,” the Brazilian- 
fueled tribute to urban living “Side 
Streets,” the dance-floor throbber “A 
Good Thing,” and the rest blend in- 
to an elegant one-band mash-up 
that conjures its own shimmering, 
sophisticated, and timeless musical 
universe — an elegant and rare ac- 
complishment.

house's first generation, continues 


to proclaim his style here, working 
with divas Tamra Keenan and Lea- 
Lorien chiefly in songs whose 
structural simplicity intensifies 
their emotional intricacy. The 
singers talk to the rhythm and the 
rhythms answer back, in classic 
R&B manner, albeit with a house 
pitch: dark melodics, orchestral 
spaciness, preening vocals. 
Morales alludes to disco classics 
like Tantra’s 1979 hi-NRG anthem 
“Hills of Katmandu,” whose 
dreamy voices and spacy electron- 
ics are echoed throughout “Better 
That U Leave.” The title track, sung 
by Keenan, is a power-rock, guitar- 
driven, drumwork song in the 
manner of late-’70s/early-’80s gay- 
male disco rock. But disco’s gender 
clash, once coded and approached 
by indirection, now stands front 
and center. The only misstep here 
is the failure to segue or mix the 
tracks as a continuous session, a 
grievous oversight given Morales’s 
transcendence as a remixer of 
house diva style.

work’s earnestness gets worrying 
about the difficulty making toys that 
kids love and parents approve. 

Hollywood director Todd Haynes (2002’s 
Far from Heaven) ties all these Barbie themes 
into one brilliant whole his 1987 under- 
ground film Superstar: The Karen Carpenter Story. 
Barbies and Kens play all the characters 
this docudrama about the pop singer, whose 
anorexia led to a fatal heart attack in 1983, 
when she was just 32. One the many 
haunting scenes: Haynes tips the camera 
the bathroom ceiling give you Karen’s 
view she downs bottle after bottle ipecac. 

Using Barbie Karen mas- 
terstroke.

Holiday releases from Boston’s own

easonal staples like Messiah and The 
Nutcracker and Christmas Revels and 
Holiday Pops are big moneymakers 
for their organizations, sur- 
prise that Boston’s classical-music 
organizations, like their pop counterparts, 
are hitting the market with holiday CDs. 
box sets yet (The Best Christmas Revels? Holi- 
day Pops’ Greatest Hits?), but this year we do 
have releases from the Pops, the Handel and 
Haydn Society, Boston Ballet, Boston Baroque, 
the Boston Camerata, and Revels, and both 
the Pops and the Ballet, following Revels’ 
lead, have created their own house labels. 

The POPS’ Sleigh Ride actually came out 
last year, but now it’s the orchestra’s second 
official “Boston Pops Recordings” album, 
following this summer’s America. Keith and 
company get off greased-runners start 
with Handel’s Fanfare for Christmas Day, Leroy 
Anderson’s “Sleigh Ride” (which Arthur 
Fiedler premiered 1948), Ken Darby’s mu- 
sical version the Night Before 
Christmas,” the Hallelujah Chorus from 
Messiah, and Keith’s “own, very personal, 
nomination beautiful piece the 
classical holiday Ottorino 
Respighi’s “The Adoration the Magi,” 
from his And the “Hill Folk” 
medley Wonder Wander,” “The Sev- 
en Joys of Mary,” “Jesus, Rest Your Head,” 
“Kentucky Wassail,” “Go Tell It on the 
Mountain” both rousing and reverent. 
Then Renese King styles her way through 
“Do You Hear What Hear” and Alfred Boe 
invites unflattering comparisons Holy 
Night” and the album loses steam, going 
off into poppy fare Love the Winter 
Weather,” “Baby It’s Cold Outside,” “Happy 
Holiday” that gets even poppier Keith 
and company take the bluesy/jazzy/Broad- 
way-lite route. Bonus points, however, for 
Lockhart’s literate liner notes. 

The BOSTON BALLET ORCHESTRA’s Holidays 
Boston (which joins The Nutcracker, Sleeping 
Beauty, and Romeo and Juliet the Boston Bal- 
let Records label) combines three tracks from 
the Nutcracker disc Tea (Chinese), Trepak 
(Russian), and the Sugar Plum Fairy’s celes- 
variation with selections from con- 
certs the orchestra has performed Copley 
Place, seasonal favorites ranging from Euro- 
pean carols (“I Saw Three Ships,” “Carol 
the Bells,” “Ding Dong Merrily High”) 
American secular holiday fare (“Jingle Bells,” 
“Let Snow! Let Snow! Let Snow!”, “San- 
Claus Coming Town”). There are 
couple sly inclusions: the album ends 
with “Sleigh Ride,” taking the Pops, and

was “White Christmas” chosen before af- 
ter the Wang Center, which last year evicted 
the Ballet’s Nutcracker from the Wang Theatre 
search bigger holiday bucks, an- 
nounced that this year would bringing 
Irving Berlin’s White Christmas? Minor quib- 
bles: the short measure (just over min- 
utes); the failure identity track beyond 
“French Carol (traditional)” (it’s the 17th- 
century carol est divin Enfant”); the 
preponderance numbers played (ca- 
pable and enjoyable) brass quintet rather 
than the orchestra.

his liner note for All Bright (Avie), 
HANDEL AND HAYDN SOCIETY music director 
Grant Llewellyn cites account 
Christmas Eve that included cakes drawn 
hot from the oven, cider beer exhilarating 
the spirits, and carols sung late into the 
night; continues, “So December last 
year invited the Dinas Powys under-12 soc- 
cer team over for suitable refreshments fol- 
lowed quick rehearsal and then all 
set off carolling.”

Some may register the wistful 
skepticism Thomas Hardy’s “The Oxen” 
all those modern open harmonies, but it’s 
Christmas disc with difference, and it’s 
sung with warmth not always spirit 
that’s been exhilarated by beer, cider, or oth- 
appropriate refreshment. 

Martin Pearlman and BOSTON BAROQUE 
their new Telarc disc (not due stores 
till January 24, according the press re- 
lease) forgo carols favor two touch- 
stones of the Baroque, Vivaldi’s Gloria and 
J.S. Bach’s Magnificat, with period or- 
chestra two dozen and about many 
singers. The performances are exalted but 
not exultant; Vivaldi’s opening “Gloria,”

nearly perfect dining experience 


JUST RIGHT With the new Rendezvous, something has just clicked. 


I don’t really follow chefs around, but Ren- 
dezvous Central Square makes strong 
argument for doing so, least for follow- 
ing Steve Johnson, formerly the Blue 
Johnson always could cook, always 
liked out front with his customers, and 
always had the right ideas about local ingre- 
dients and how put Mediterranean spins 
on them. But with this new restaurant, 
something has just clicked. Age, experience, 
time think? Whatever came together for 
Johnson, don’t know when last spent 
evening that seemed right. 
Probably the Nightingale, which suits the 
South End much Rendezvous Central 
Square suits, you know, Central Square. 

wasn’t unusual evening struc- 
ture. tasted the same things usually 
taste: four appetizers, four entrées, four 
desserts, few glasses wine. just hap- 
pened really like all the things tasted, 
and liked the look and feel the place, 
and even the background music. 

Things certainly start well with slices 
crusty bread full big holes, the 
better absorb the unsalted butter. fa- 
vorite appetizer was squab bisteeya ($12), 
the most famous dish from Morocco: here, 
intense triangle mincemeat 
wrapped filo dough and served field 
greens. Unlike most local attempts bis- 
teeya, this one isn’t too sweet (quinces and 
raisins instead of apples or just raisins), and 
doesn’t have too much cinnamon. The salad 
garnished with pistachios. 

Even salad simple greens ($7) gar- 
nished with flavorful bits fried onion, 
while an escarole salad ($8) involves baby ar- 
tichokes, good mix radicchio, and shav- 
ings parmesan cheese arranged like flag- 
stones levee. The soup our day was 
spiced cauliflower ($8), wonderfully creamy 
with hint dry curry and garnish 
roast cauliflower pieces. 

The killer entrée was special roast 


cod ($23). I like cod, but this was exception- 
ally crisp the outside and meltingly deli- 
cious inside, like the difference between 
fried and poached chicken. The fish sat 
deceptively light cubes seasonal squash 
(and maybe some were apple?). Grilled 
swordfish ($22) was almost remarkable, 
especially light and fluffy steak top faro, 
the fashionable wheat with grains large 
barley, and topped with “pickled heir- 
loom peppers” fortunately not too pick- 
led, and inherited from ancestors who pre- 
ferred sweet hot peppers. pile 
verde” was lively Indian mint chutney. 

lobster, mussels, and shrimp 
simmered with fennel, tomato, harissa 
(Moroccan hot sauce), and saffron rice ($26) 
came off halfway between bouillabaisse 
and paella, but was not compromise 
any sense. All the seafood was correctly 
done, the saffron was not overpowering, 
and the soupy rice, with all the flavors, was 
the best the best and seductively, there 
was not too much it. 

In the key of meat, a Moroccan-style 
lamb tagine ($24) did have some the usual 
problem restaurant tagines that chefly 
habit cooking the meat and vegetables 
separately isn’t really stew but was 
still way above average. Again, restraining 
the cinnamon makes Moroccan food lot 
more multidimensional, and there was also 
exceptional granular morsel there 
persimmon? Maybe just Medjool date 
pear? along with spoon-tender lamb, lots 
juicy gravy, that just-enough couscous, 
potatoes, and carrots. 

Wines always show well with really good 
food, and even better — a restaurant veter- 
learns oversize glasses. Someone 
here has picked with modern, French- 
inflected palate that made every glass per- 
fect for this dinner. A Vinum Cellars 2004 
chenin blanc ($7) was one the better Cali- 
fornia whites I’ve tried this year. This was

French Savannieres pinot blanc, and 
more austere than the New Zealand sauvi- 
gnon blancs. 

Domaine Luc Pirlet 2003 “Les Bariques”

ings. The group vote would probably have 
been for the panna cotta ($6), a nifty 
superbly set off with slices 
and cranberry sauce. 

The obligatory sorbet ($6) was mango. 
fried crisp made nice contrast. The obliga- 
tory molten-chocolate cake was “warm 
chocolate hazelnut” ($7) and it was likewise 
fine example its type, not overly molten 
and set off with cinnamon cream. 

The setting of-the-moment fashionable

all the terms used describe 
restaurant that dishes out 
plates simmering with fiery 
spices and bold flavors, “adorable” 
may not necessarily the first 
that comes mind. But even 
from the outside, nothing 
about Color, with its rain- 
bow window shades and hand- 
made signs cartoon chefs. The 
Asian pop music snapping along 
like bubble gum only heightens 
the fun quotient, the tiny 
tapas-like side dishes marinat- 
bean sprouts, scrambled 
macaroni kimchee, and bits 
seasoned fishcakes.

Once upon time, blogging promised anonymi- 
ty. One its big selling points was that allowed 
desktop philosophers pound out their opinions 
and broadcast them the world, all while 
wearing their pajamas. But the past year has seen 
profusion video blogging (“vlogging,” you 
prefer neologisms). People can now videotape 
themselves their pajamas, and post online 
with few simple steps. 

It’s the next stage blog evolution. Cheap digital 
cameras, free editing software, and video-hosting 
services have made production and publishing easy 
pie. RSS aggregation technology offers the means 
distribute content loyal viewers. Broadband 


connections make watching snap. And every new 
iPod comes equipped with video capabilities. 

Even the iTunes music store rushes stock 
videos and episodes The Office, the increasing 
plenitude video blogs points real democratiza- 
tion media. one owns the means distribu- 
tion anymore, more and more people are making 
their own shows. Some offer scattershot glances 
fleeting moments. Others are meticulously edited 
and set music. There are video diaries. Self-pro- 
duced sitcoms. Citizen journalism. Talk shows. 
These real-time glimpses into strangers’ lives 
funny, serious, contemplative, provocative are 
almost always compelling. Sure, they vary wildly 
quality. all blogs.

“Hi, this Steve 
Garfield, and I’m here with Mike Miliard 
living room.

What does 
this have to do with straight 
rights? The same AFA fucks in- 
timidating Ford on the gay issue 
are the same fucks intimidating 
retailers like Target into denying 
women access to morning-after 
pills. They're the same assholes 
trying to stop the Feds from ap- 
proving a vaccine for two strains 
of HPV. (The HPV vaccine — al- 
ready tested and 100 percent ef- 
fective — could save thousands 
of women's lives every year.) 
When the AFA successfully at- 
tacks gay rights it only embold- 
ens their attacks on straight 
rights. So gay or straight, the 
AFA is your enemy. 

What can you do? Call Ford 
dealers in your area and let them 
know that you won't be buying a 
Ford after this. (A list of Ford 
dealers broken down by state can 
be found on Americablog: http:// 
americablog.blogspot.com/2005 
/12/contact-your-local-ford-deal- 
ership.html.) And while you've 
got ‘em on the phone, ask them 
what Ford was so afraid of. The 
AFA’s boycott of Disney was 
called off after nine years be- 
cause it wasn't working. When 
the AFA threatened Kraft, the 
execs at Kraft told the haters 
from the AFA to go fuck them- 
selves. But what did Ford do 
when the AFA threatened them? 
The “Built Ford Tough” boys col- 
lapsed into a puddle. “Ford Puff” 
needs to hear from people who 
won't buy cars from companies 
that cave in to right-wing hate 
mongers. And when your local 
Ford dealer tells you that he or 
she didn't make this decision, tell 
them they had better yell at Ford 
HQ and get this decision re- 
versed. Microsoft caved to right- 
wing Christian bullies, and then 
reversed itself.
